MICHIGAN.— Week ended September 29, 1894. Reports to the State 
board of health, Lansing, from 68 observers, indicate that scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever, and consumption increased, and that inflammation of 
bowels, cholera infantum, intermittent fever, and dysentery decreased in 
area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was reported present during 
the week at 236 places, fever at 41, diphtheria at 33, measles at 2, and 
smallpox at 2 places (Detroit and Rivers Township). 

MINNESOTA— Winona.—Month of September, 1894. Estimated popu- 
lation, 22,000. Total deaths, 20, including 2 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

New York.—Month of August, 1894. Reports to the State board of 
health from 8 districts, including New York City, Brooklyn, and 162 
other cities, towns, and villages, show a total of 10,390 deaths, including 
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phthisis pulmonalis, 1,031; smallpox, 6 ; enteric fever, 183 ; scarlet fever 
48 ; diphtheria and croup, 383; measles, 19; and whooping cough 129. 
The Monthly Bulletin says: 


The month was an unusually healthy one, with a reported mortality 
lower than that reported in the corresponding month for the past five 
years, being lower than that of August, 1893, by 700; there were 2,000 
fewer deaths than were reported in July. The infant mortality was less 
than the average, and the zymotic mortality was lower than that of 
August 1893, by 300 deaths. From diarrheal diseases there have not 
been so few deaths in August for several years, and from the number 
reported in July there was a diminution of 1,200. This decrease has 
been chiefly in the large cities, in New York there having been hardly 
one-fourth the diarrheal mortality that was reported in July; a large 
decrease from July in deaths from this cause is, however, customary. 

From other zymotic diseases, taken together, there were slightly fewer 
deaths than occurred in July. Typhoid fever shows the customary in- 
crease which always begins in August, the deaths being about double 
those of the preceding month ; the increase is distributed through all 
parts of the State, but most marked in the Hudson Valley district. From 
whooping cough there is also an increased mortality ; the observation of 
ten years shows that it has a larger mortality in August than in any other 
month, and it is the same now as a yearago. From diphtheria the de- 
crease in mortality continues, there having been nearly 100 fewer deaths 
than in July, but it is still excessive for the season. Scarlet fever caused 
but 48 deaths. There were but 6 deaths from smallpox ; 4 in New York 
and 1 each in Port Jervis and Newburg ; a case has developed in Nel- 
sonville, Putnam County, originating in Newark, N. J. From consump- 
tion there were the usual number of deaths.

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Status of cholera in Europe and Asia. 


LONDON, September 23, 1894. 


Str: The following report is for the period, September 12 to 19 for 
official reports,and for later information to include the 21st instant : There 
has been very little change in the progress of the cholera epidemic in 
Europe since my last report. There has been a slight falling off of cases 
and deaths in Galicia and Bukowina, while there has been an increase 
in Germany and Turkey. The epidemic in Belgium and Holland ap- 
pears to be at a standstill, while as to Russia the reports are conflicting ; 
nevertheless I fear the epidemic in this country isstill progressing. As 
to France, it is almost impossible to obtain reliable information, but it 
is known that there have been a number of cases in Paris, while in Mar- 
seilles the disease is present as usual at this time of year. There have 
been no cases in Great Britain outside of quarantine stations. 

Germany.—In the week dating from September 11 to 17, the following 
cases and deaths occurred: 

East Prussia: In this province there were 11 cases and 3 deaths, dis- 
tributed as to locality as follows: District of Memel, 6 cases and 2 
deaths. In Heydekrug, 1 case and 1 death; Labian, 2 cases, and in 
Wehlau and Osterode each 1 case. Besides these cases, in Grieslienen, 
district of Allenstein, 19 cases and 4 deaths were reported. 

District of the Vistula: Altogether 13 cases and 5 deaths, as follows: 
district of Elbing, 6 cases and 2 deaths. District of Dantzig (river side) 
lease. District of Marienburg, 4 cases and 3 deaths. The district of 
Thorn and at a small place of the same name, each 1 case. 

District, Netze Warthe: The total, 4 cases and 1 death, as follows: in 
‘Nakel, 2 cases and 1 death, and in Usch, 2 cases. 

Silesia : The number of cases reported between the middle of August 
and September 7 was 45 with 22 deaths; of this number 42 cases and 
20 deaths occurred in 8 places of the district of Kattowitz. In Konigs- 
town, in the district of Beuthen, there were 3 cases and 2 deaths. Be- 

tween September 8 and 14, 50 cases and 19 deaths were reported from 
12 places in the district of Kattowitz. In each of the following places 
in the district of Zabrze, viz, Rosenberg and Oppeln, each 1 case and 
1 death. Also 1 case occurred in a small place in the district of Grosz- 
Strehlitz. In Breslau, a railway brakeman died of cholera which he 
had probably contracted in Upper Silesia. 

District of the Elbe: 1 case only occurred in this district, a laborer 
at Tangermiinde. 

District of Hesse-Naussau : 1 case in Biirgeln, district of Marburg. 

Rhine Province: In Duisburg there occurred 2 cases and 2 deaths on 
a river boat arriving from Rotterdam. 

The following is dated Berlin, Septen.ber 19: 

At the last sitting of the Imperial cholera commission it was announced that the dis- 
ease had ceased to spread in the province of East Prussia, and that, though all precau- 
tions will still be taken, more rigorous measures are deemed unnecessary. 


At the present moment there are 21 known cases in East Prussia. In 
the province of West Prussia 180 cases and 79 deaths have been recorded 
up to September 17, and the violence of the disease is now rapidly dimin- 
ishing, but there is every-reason to expect that an increased number of 
cases will occur later on at the time when the rafts descend the Vistula. 
The neighboring Russian districts are thoroughly infected, and the dis- 
ease is spreading in spite of the statements of the official report that 
it is dying out. The sanitary state of the villages is nothing less than 
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terrible. The strictest precautionary measures are therefore requisite 
on this side of the frontier. Few, and mostly isolated, cases have occurred 
in other parts of the Empire since the middle of last month, but in view 
of the spread of the disease in the Dutch ports, the commission recom- 
mend a supervision of the traffic on the Rhine as far as Duisburg. 
Austria-Hungary.—In Galicia between September 3 and 9 there oc- 
curred 1,120 cases of cholera and 629 deaths. In Bukowina, during the 
sane period, there were 74 cases and 53 deaths. One case of cholera 
was reported in Austrian Silesia, at Oberkurzwald, in the district of 
Bielitz. The details of the epidemic are given in the following table:

Vienna, September 16: According to the latest reports from Galicia, 
128 cases and 87 deaths occurred yesterday in that province. The 
epidemic has broken out in two new districts, one of which lies on the 
Hungarian frontier. It remains stationary, however, in the district of 
Lemberg, in which only 4 deaths occurred during the last two weeks. 
Ten cases and 7 deaths are reported from the Bakowina. 

Vienna, September 18: A fatal case of cholera occurred in the mining 
district of Malhrisch—Ostrau, in Silesia, on the 16th instant, a miner 
having died of the disease. 

At Lemberg, yesterday, 2 cases of cholera and 2 deaths occurred, while 
1 case is reported from Cracow. Throughout the rest of Galicia 156 
eases and 1''1 deaths have taken place. In Bukowina the fresh cases 
number 5 and the deaths 4. The spread of cholera and the number of 
its victims still continue steadily to increase in Galicia. The first case

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istalso reported to-day from Moravia. The daily official bulletins give 
only a very imperfect idea of the severity of the epidemic in certain dis- 
tricts. If we refer to the detailed report of the Imperial sanitary board, 
we find that in 1 Galician village in the district of Buczacz, 205 fatal 
cases have occurred within four weeks in a population of only 4,000. 

Owing to the ignorance of the peasantry, there have been cholera riots 
in several places, as, for instance, in Ottynia, where the cholera patients 
were forcibly removed from the hospital and the house of the sanitary 
officer was set on fire, so that the military had to be called in to restore 
order. The Galician home rule administration is accused by a Vienna 
paper of concealing the facts about the spread of the epidemic, and of 
neglecting its duty, its chief object being not to deter travelers from 
a distance from going to see the Polish exhibition at Lemberg. 

Vienna, September 20: The cholera in Galicia and Buckowina ap- 
pears to have been decreasing during the last two days, as the report 
states that in the past forty-eight hours there have only been 67 deaths 
in Galicia and 1 in Bukowina. 

France.—According to the Journal Official of September 5, 1894, 
there occurred in Paris since August 4, 38 cases and 9 deaths, attributed 
to diarrhée cholériforme. 

Belgium.—There were reported in the province of Liege, between 
August 26 and September 1, 98 deaths from cholera, and between Sep- 
tember 2 and 8, 139 cases occurred. There was registered also 1 case in 
each of the following places: Einen, Tongres, Beeck, Tournai, St. Trond, 
and Yvoir. 

Netherlands.—In Maestricht there were reported, between September 
4 and 8, 2 cases and 2 deaths, the total number of cases here being given 
as 80 with 41 deaths. 

In Tilburg, North Brabant, between September 4 and 12, in 1 family 
there occurred 6 cases and 5 deaths. Other cases and deaths reported 
are as follows: In Papendrecht, south Holland, 4 cases and 3 deaths ; 
in Kuilenberg on the Leck, 1 death ; in Langerak, also on the Leck, 1 
ease; in Jutphen, district of Utrecht, 3 cases and 2 deaths. In the 
west coast district the following cases were reported, viz, Dordrecht, 3 
deaths. These all occurred on a river boat which had come from Ka- 
pelle on the Yssel. At a place near by, called Alblasserdam, a workman 
died of cholera. At Rotterdam there occurred 1 death in the city and 
also 1 death on a steamer, the Cyrenian, which had come from Marseilles. 
In the city of Kralingen there was 1 death, probably due to drinking the 
water of the Maas. In Kapelle, on the Yssel, 1 death happened, a laborer. 
In Burgerveen, near Haarlem, there were 3 cases and 2 deaths. In 
Amsterdam there were 7 new cases reported, of which 6 died. They 
were inhabitants of the city. One death each in Zaandam and in Kol- 
horn, north of Amsterdam. One case of cholera occurred in the Fort 
Velthuis, near Hemskirk. 

Mr. Edward Downes, the United States consul at Amsterdam, gives 
the following figures: For Amsterdam, between September 8 and 19, 
13 cases and 4 deaths; total to date, 74 cases and 24 deaths. Province 
of North Holland, week ended September 12, Zaandam, Landsmeer, 
Haarlemmermeer, Heemkirk, and Barsingerhorn, each 1 case. Prov- 
ince of Utrecht and Gelderland, week ended September 13, Zutphen, 3 
deaths, and Arlemberg, 1 death. 

Russia. —Kingdom of Poland, city of Warsaw, from September 3 to 
12, there were 44 cases and 19 deaths. Government of Warsaw, from 
August 29 to September 8, 277 cases and 148 deaths. Kovno, from 
September 2 to 8, 44 cases and 20 deaths. Lomza, from August 30 to 
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September 8, 53 cases and 33 deaths. Grodno, from August 19 to Sep- 
tember 1, 851 cases and 377 deaths. Plock, from August 29 to Septem- 
ber 4, 63 cases and 36 deaths. Kalisch, from August 28 to September 
4, 73 casés and 39 deaths. Petrikau, from August 31 to September 10, 
713 cases and 374 deaths. Kielce, from August 29 to September 6, 737 
cases and 426 deaths. Radom, from August 30 to September 8, 322 
cases and 192 deaths. Lublin, from August 31 to September 9, 54 cases 
and 30 deaths. Siedletz, from August 31 to September 9, 227 cases and 
103 deaths. City of St. Petersburg, from August 30 to September 9, 
236 cases and 155 deaths. 

Finland, August 20 to 26, 5 cases, all fatal. Narva, August 31 to 
September 6, 6 cases. Joachimstahl, August 31 to September 6, 13 
eases. City of Riga, September | to 12, 110 easesand 52deaths. Cour. 
land, August 26 to September 1, 30 cases and 19 deaths. City of Mos- 
cow, August 29 to 31, 1 death from cholera at a military hospital. At 
Nijni Novgorod, the epidemic is said to be decreasing. 

The following figures were published in St. Petersburg September 15 : 
From the 8th to the 14th instant, in St. Petersburg, 92 cases and 50 
deaths; and in Warsaw, 35 cases and 16 deaths. Between August 12 
and September 8 in Plocvk, 910 cases and 4@4 deaths. Between August 
27 and September 9 at Nijni Novgorod, 535 cases and 347 deaths. 

Cholera was reported as present at Archangel September 21. 

Turkey.—In the vilayet of Angora, from August 20 to September 4, 
there were 163 cases of cholera and 124 deaths. In vilayet of Huda- 
venkiar, from August 19 to September 3, 216 cases and 137 deaths. In 
vilayet of Kastambuli, from August 21 to 24, 5 cases and 3 deaths. In 
vilayet of Konia, from August 25 to September 2, 14 cases and 9 deaths. 
In vilayet of Erzeroum, from August 26 to September 5, 276 cases and 
97 deaths ; of this number, from September 1 to 5, 145 cases and 36 deaths 
occurred among the garrison. In vilayet of Marmurat-el- Aziz, from 
August 15 to September 3, 269 cases and 110 deaths. In vilayet of Da- 
mascus, August 29 to September 4, 13 cases and 5 deaths. In vilayet 
of Adana, September 1 to 2, 5 casesand 2 deaths. In vilayet of Adrian- 
ople, and in Mustapha Pacha, August 24 to 28 and September 3 and 
4, 11 eases and 10 deaths. 

East Indies.—In Calcutta, between August 5 and 18, there were 41 
deaths from cholera. 

QUARANTINE NOTICES. 


Copenhagen, September 14: The government of the Danish Antilles 
has imposed a quarantine of fourteen days on arrivals from the islands 
of Puerto Rico, Viéques, and Culebra. 

Five days’ quarantine is imposed at St. Thomas against arrivals from 
Trinity Island. 

Cyprus, September 17: Twenty-four hours’ quarantine is imposed on 
arrivals from the Marmora Sea, Mudania to Panerno, inclusive. 

Gibraltar, September 17: Three days’ quarantine of observation is 
imposed on vessels arriving from Antwerp less than ten days out. 

Madrid, September 18: Free pratique granted to arrivals from Trini- 
dad (Antilles America). 

Constantinople, September 19: Twenty-four hours’ quarantine on 
arrivals from Black Sea coast between Russian frontier and Awa replaced 
by medical inspection. Five days’ quarantine imposed on arrivals from 
that portion of Gulf of Genlik, between Cape Boz Burwin and Mudania, 
both inclusive, to be passed at Touzla.

Srr: I have the honor to submit the following report of the status of 
cholera in Europe for the period from September 19 to 26. There is 
but little change to announce, a slight increase of cases in Germany, and 
a decrease in Austria-Hungary, while in Russia and the Netherlands 
the situation is about the same as at last report. 

Germany.—In the week from September 17 to 24 at midday, the fol- 
sowing cases and deaths were reported : 

East Prussia: 14 cases and 3 deaths. They were distributed as to 
locality as follows: City of Memel, and a village of the same name, 
6 cases and 1 death. In several places in the districts of Allenstein 
and Labian, 5 cases and 1 death. In Wehlau, there occurred 2 cases 
and 2 deaths. 

District of the Vistula: In this district there were 29 cases and 4 
deaths. As to locality, there were in Thorn 3 cases and 1 death, and in 
several small places of the district of Marienburg and Elbing district 
— 21 cases and 3 deaths, and later on 5 cases more were reg- 

red. 
= Netze Warthe district : 4 cases and 2 deaths, all of these occurring in 

akel. 

Upper Silesia: From September 15 to 22 there were 59 cases and 17 
deaths. These were distributed as follows: In the district of Beuthen, 
1 case, and in 11 small places of the district of Kattowitz, 47 cases and 
15 deaths. Atasmall place in the district of Great Strelitz, there were 
5 cases and 1 death. ‘In the city of Oppeln and a village of the same 
name occurred 6 cases and 1 death. 

Altogether, in the following districts, Beuthen, Kattowitz, Oppeln, 
Plesz, Rosenburg, Great Strelitz, and Zabrze, up to and including Sep- 
tember 18, there were a total of 221 cases and 101 deaths. Of these, 133 
cases and 58 deaths were proved by bacteriological examination. 

Rhine province: 2 cases occurred, 1 in Duisburg and 1 in Aix la 
Chapelle (Aachen). 

At the congress of the Society for the Promotion of Public Health at 
Magdeburg on the the 21st instant, Prof. Koch made an interesting and 
important speech on the subject of cholera, as to the cause of which the 
north German scientists have long differed from their south German 
colleagues. He went on to say: 

We all agree that a certain parasite is the cause of cholera. But we must also take 
into consideration a great number of secondary causes, such as the local, temporal, and 
personal conditions which have to come to the aid of such a parasite in order to bring 
about a case of the disease. Opinions only differ now as to the nature of these secondary 
causes, and I must to my sorrow acknowledge that on this subject we know compara- 
tively little ; and that little is unsatisfactory. I feel that we are standing before many 
an obscure and unsolved question, but still I hope that we shall be equal to our task. 
* * = * The measures which have been taken to combat the infection have been, I do 
not hesitate to say, successful. Two years ago I should not have had the courage to 
make such a statement in public, although it was then also my personal opinion. Only 
in those cases where we began too late has there been a regular epidemic of cholera. The 
assertion that without such measures the cholera would have been of such a mild de- 
scription as it has been this year is untenable. If it had been the first or even the second 
year it might have been argued that the conditions were unfavorable for an outbreak. 
But this is the third year, and we see that whereas our neighbors have suffered greatly, 
we have been comparatively free. This assertion is as unjustified as the one which I 
have often heard lately, that the cholera has lost strength, and is not the real and terrible 
Asiatic cholera. I should like to have sent the supporter of this theory to the village 
of Niedzwedzen, on the Russian frontier, where it happened that the real character of 
the epidemic was not at first recognized. In this village more than 13 per cent of the 
population fell victims to the disease. The epidemic in this case was ten times as strong 
as that in Hamburg. 
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I think it is the more necessary to emphasize the efficacy of the measures we have 
adopted, as we may certainly count upon more cholera years. Our experience shows us 
that it has generally lasted ten years before the cholera has disappeared from Europe. 
* * * Tt is more or less a matter of indifference to us what precautionary measures 
are taken elsewhere if we can protect ourselves at home. I do not attach great value, 
therefore, to international arrangements. It would be much better if each state would, 
like Germany, keep the cholera at a distance by learning how to meet its attacks. That 
would be the best international protection. 


Berlin, September 26: The president of the province of Posen has in- 
structed the official authorities under him to prevent the immigration 
of agricultural laborers from Russian territory until further notice. 

Austria-Hungary.—In Galicia, between September 10 and 16, there oc- 
curred 1,043 cases of cholera and 567 deaths, and for the same period 
there were in Bukowina 75 cases and 42 deaths. In Marisch-Ostrau, 
1 ease of cholera, bacteriologically proved, occurred on September 
12. Twenty-three doubtful cases were reported on September 16, in 
Hungary, at a place called Marmaroser; they were believed to have 
been brought there by laborers from Galicia. ‘The following table fur- 
nishes the details:

Vienna, September 22: To-day’s cholera return states that no case has 
occurred in 12 districts of Galicia since the 11th instant, and that the 
disease may be regarded as stamped out in those districts. In the dis- 
trict of Chrzanow, which has been described as seriously affected by the 
epidemic, only 1 case is reported as fatal, against 6 recoveries. 
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Netherlands.—F rom September 12 to 17 the following cases are reported 
to have occurred in Holland: In Rotterdam, 1 case and 1 death, among 
inhabitants of the city. At Kralingen, close by Rotterdam, 2 cases ; 
shipmasters who had come from Dordrecht. These cases were said to 
be caused by drinking unboiled river water. At Kapelle, on the Yssel, 
1 case; the disease is said to have been contracted in Kralingen. On 
the Leck there occurred 1 death on a river boat which came from Kuil- 
enburg, and 1 case also in Langerak. 

In Jutphen, on the Baartschen Ryn, close to the Leck, there were 2 
cases. In Amsterdam, September 12, 2 cases and 1 death were reported, 
and, from September 15 to 16, 2 other cases occurred among the inhabit 
ants of the city. Finally, in Helder, North Holland, 1 case was reported 
in the marine hospital. 

Russia.—Since last report and up to August 31 the Imperial depart- 
ment of medicine reports the following cases and deaths as having 
occurred in the Empire.

Sanitary report of Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, September 11, 1894. 

Srr: I have the honor to transmit report for week ended September 
8, 1894. This week has been the first without one yellow fever death 
since the beginning of the year; from accesso peruicioso there were 6, 
the same as in the foregoing week, from smallpox 4, none in the previ- 
ous week; from typhoid fever 1, and 1 in the former week; from beri- 
beri 2, an increase of 1, and 2 from influenza as against 1 in the previ- 
ous week. The total from all causes was 258, an increase of 2. 

Smallpox.—Every year there is more or less of this disease in these 
months, and when it has become epidemic, it has been usually sooner 
than at this date, so that we may expect to escape it this year. 

Influenza.—From what I can gather of the 2 deaths trom this dis- 
ease, they were due to pneumonia following influenza. I rather think 
the disease is on the decline. 

Accesso pernicioso.—If none of the 6 deaths from this disease were from 
yellow fever, they must have been from paludism or bilious fever, as 
there would be no cases from heat excess at the present low tempera- 
tures. 

Since last report I have inspected and given bills of health to the fol- 
lowing named ships: September 4, British steamship Hevelius for New 
York); September 5, American bark D. Pedro II for Baltimore, Eng- 
lish steamship Bessie for New Orleans, British bark Francisca for As- 
toria, Oregon, and Italian bark Michele B. for Savannah, Ga. ; Septem- 
ber 10, British ship Thalatta for Portland, Oregon, and September 11, 
German steamship Salerno for New York, from Santos, Brazil (supple- 
mental).

MARSEILLES, September 15, 1894. 

Srr: I have the honor to submit the following report touching cholera 
at Marseilles for the two weeks ending yesterday. The figures are those 
of the municipal authorities: September 1, 2 deaths; September 2, 5 
deaths; September 3, 5 deaths; September 4, 3 deaths; September 5, 
1 death; September 7, 1 death; September 8, 4 deaths; September 9, 
2 deaths; September 10, 4 deaths; September 11, 2 deaths; September 
12, 2 deaths ; September 13, 1 death ; September 14, none. 

There have been, according to official figures, 32 deaths during the 
first fourteen days of September, as against 35 for the entire month of 
August. As heretofore reported, there is no way of ascertaining the 
number of cases.

Cholera in Silesia. 


BRESLAU, September 13, 1894. 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you, for the information of the 
Surgeon-General of the Marine- Hospital Service, that since my dispatch 
of yesterday a case of Asiatic cholera has been reported from this city— 
the first case. 

The patient, Edward Jenke, a railway brakeman who lived at No. 14 
Huben street, died on Sunday last in the Wenzel Hanckeschen Hospital 
here. He had recently gone on service several times to Upper Silesia, 
and it is regarded as highly probable that he caught the infection 
there. The house in which he lived has been, after disinfection, placed 
under police inspection. 

Although several days have elapsed since he was taken sick, no fur- 
ther cases have occurred. 

In Upper Silesia the disease pursues the same course as indicated in 
my dispatch of yesterday. The Hygienic Institute of the University of 
Breslau, where all the cases are determined, reports, since yesterday, 3 
new cases from Laurahutte, 2 from Myslowitz, and 1 from Wenzlowitz, 
a village in the same district.

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Relative to the outbreak of cholera at Burgeln. 


FRANKFORT, September 22, 1894. 


Srr: On the 3d instant I reported to the Department by dispatch No. 
292 and by telegram that cholera had appeared at Burgeln, a small vil- 
lage near Marburg, in the consular district of Franktort, and that at 
the date of my report 8 cases of the disease had occurred, of which 3 
had‘proved fatal. 

The threatened epidemic has now been successfully extinguished, and 
as this example illustrates fairly the effectiveness of the methods which 
are employed by the German sanitary authorities in such cases, I have 
deemed it proper to examine the facts somewhat more closely and to 
submit this brief supplementary report. 

The disease first appeared about the 30th of August simultaneously 
in 2 families of day laborers at Burgeln, who lived in extreme poverty 
and utter neglect of proper sanitary conditions, their food being little 
except potatoes and black bread, and their dwellings small, filthy and 
wretchedly ventilated. The first death was that of an old man, and 
within three days the disease had spread to 4 families and attacked 8 
persons. There were present all the conditions requisite to the outbreak 
of a widespread and serious epidemic. 

Fortunately there resided at Marburg, a mile distant from Burgeln, 
Prof. Frankel, a former coworker with Dr. Koch, and a bacteri- 
ologist of first-rate ability and experience. Prof. Frankel went im- 
mediately with the chief sanitary officer of the Marburg district, and 
after thorough examination pronounced the disease te be genuine 
Asiatic cholera. Requisition was at once made upon the provincial 
government at Cassel for hospital barracks, field tents made of felt 
stretched on wooden frames, and these were immediately sent to Burgeln 
and erected in a meadow near the village. 

Into these temporary and easily disinfected structures the sick were 
removed, their clothing, bedding, etc., burned, their dwellings thor- 
oughly cleansed and disinfected, and all members of their families who 
had been exposed to infection, but not yet attacked, were rigidly con- 
fined to their homes. By these means the disease was confined to 8 
houses. the total number of cases was restricted to 17, and the deaths to 
4. All the deaths occurred in the houses where the patients had been 
attacked, not asingle fatal case occurred among those who were removed 
to the barracks. Asa consequence of these measures the malady has 
within three weeks been entirely suppressed, no new cases have appeared 
during the past fortnight, the sick have recovered, and the barracks are 
to be taken down and removed. * * * 

Thus far no fact has been discovered which points to the transmission 
of the contagion to Burgeln by any person or through the medium of 
rags, clothing, or any form of merchandise or food. The water of the 
river Lahn, which the people of the village used for washing and other 
domestic purposes, has been repeatedly examined and no trace of infec- 
tion has been found. Although pronounced by Prof. Frankel true 
Asiatic cholera, sufficiently malignant to produce death in a few hours, 
the disease, so far as the examinations have shown, was of endemic 
origin. Its prompt suppression in the very presence of troops who had 
assembled in that region for the autumn maneuvers illustrates clearly 
the mastery which science has gained over the Asiatic scourge since the 
epidemics which swept southern France, Italy, and Spain scarcely ten 
years ago.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
Increase in number of diphtheria cases in London. 


LonpDon, September 25, 1894. 

Srr: The following information relative to the health of the city of 
London may be of interest: There has been so serious an increase in 
the number of diphtheria patients in the metropolis within the last few 
days that yesterday all of the available beds in the fever hospitals under 
the asylum’s board were in occupation and further admissions had to be 
refused for the time being. 

At midnight on Sunday there were 2,632 patients in the fever hos- 
pitals, including scarlet fever, 2,113; diphtheria, 413, and enteric fever, 
101. 

Smallpox continues to show a steady decline. On Sunday only 1 
fresh case occurred in the metropolis, the victim coming from Maryle- 
bone. Up to 8 o’clock last night, also, the record for the day stood at. 
1—a removal from Paddington.

LONDON, September 28, 1894. 

Sir: Referring to sanitary affairs in England, I have to inform you 
that diphtheria is spreading in London toa serious extent. Numerous 
applications were made at the hospitals of the asylum’s board yester- 
day for the admission of persons stricken with the disease, but the 
board could only make provision for 7 fresh patients,and many cases 
had to be refused, this being the fourth successive day on which the 
authorities have found themselves, temporarily at least, unable to cope 
with the outbreak. 

According to the latest fever returns there were at midnight on 
Wednesday 2,735 patients at the 9 hospitals of the board, including 
2,202 cases of scarlet fever, 419 of diphtheria, and 109 of enteric fever. 
It is understood that steps will be immediately taken by the board to in- 
crease the available accommodation for diphtheria patients. 

A statement was made at a meeting of the Liverpool health com- 
mittee yesterday that an outbreak of smallpox had occurred in Toxteth 
Park district, mostly unvaccinated persons, there being 52 cases in the 
hospital.

There were 118 deaths in this city during the week ending September 
27, 1894. Ten of those deaths were caused by yellow fever with approxi- 
mately 27 new cases ; 2 were caused by enteric fever, 5 by so called per- 
nicious fever, 1 by paludal fever, 3 by smallpox, 2 by entero-colitis, 3 
by dysentery, 2 by cholera infantum, and 6 by pneumonia. Five, or one 
half of the deaths by yellow fever during the week occurred in the 
military hospital. 

FRANCE—Rouen.—Month of August, 1894. Population, 111,847. 
Deaths, 265, including smallpox, 3; enteric fever, 2; scarlet fever, 1; 
diphtheria, 3; measles 3; and whooping cough, 5. 

St. Elienne.—Two weeks ended September 20, 1894. Population, 
133,443. Deaths, 119, including 4 from enteric fever. 


GREAT BrRiItaIn—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended September 
22 corresponded to an annual rate of 15°7 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 10,458,442. The lowest rate was re- 
corded in Halifax, viz, 62, and the highest in Liverpool, viz, 23.5 a 
thousand. 

London.—One thousand two hundred and eleven deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including smallpox, 3; measles, 13; scarlet fever, 
15; diphtheria, 52; whooping cough, 25; typhus fever, 1; enteric fever, 
7; and diarrhea and dysentery, 49. The deaths from all causes corre- 
sponded to an annual rate of 14:7 a thousand. In greater London 1,550 
deaths were registered, corresponding to an annual rate of 13°6 a 
thousand of the population. In the ‘outer ring” the deaths included 
18 from diphtheria, 9 from measles, and 9 from whooping cough. 
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Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 22 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 18°6 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Dundalk, viz, 0-0, and the bighest in Galway, viz, 
37°8 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 137 deaths were registered, 
including 7 from enteric fever, 1 from scarlet fever, and 2 from whooping 
cough. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended September 22 corresponded to an annual rate of 14°9 a thousand 
of the population, which is estimated at 1,447,500. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 9°5, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 20°7 
a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 426, including measles, 2; scarlet fever, 4; diphtheria, 12; and 
whooping cough, 10.
